that the C.I.A. was somehow 
involved in the assassination 
of President Kennedy in 1963, 
according to informed sources 
close to its investigation. 

One focus of the commis- 
sion’s inquiry, the sources said, 
is the recent assertion of a 
group headed by Dick Gregory, 
the comedian and civil rights 
activist, that E. Howard Hunt 
Jr. was seized by the Dallas 
police near the Kennedy assas- 
sination site within minutes of 
the shooting. 

Mr. Hunt, convicted two 
years ago of conspiring to car- 
ry out the Watergate bugging 
plot, was a clandestine political 
officer for the C.I.A. at the 
time President Kennedy was 
murdered.

Mr. Sturgis reportedly was 
employed by the C.I.A. as an 
operative in the Miami area 
around the time of the agency- 
inspired Bay of Pigs invasion of 
Cuba in 1961.

After leaving the Warren 
Commission, Mr. Belin wrote a 
book analyzing its work en- 
titled, “You Are the Jury,” sup- 
porting the conclusion that Os- 
wald was the lone killer of 
both President Kennedy and 
J. D. Tippit, a Dallas police: 
officer slain shortly afterward!

Aide’s Assessment 

Asked for a personal assess- 
ment of any evidence gathered, 
by the Rockefeller commission j 
bearing on a possible C.I.A. 
role in the Kennedy assassina- 
tion, Mr. Belin replied: 

"Thus far, I have found no 
hard evidence whatsoever to i 
indicate that there was any 
person involved in the assas- 
sination of John F. Kennedy 
other than Eee Harvey Oswald.”
